Chairman Says Engi- 
neering Report Will 
Be Used in ‘Thorough 
Study of All Alter- 
nate’ Highways. 


_ Four members of the St. 
Louis County Council, meeting 


as a committee of the whole, 
today rejected the new route 
for the Inner Belt Expressway 
recommended by Sverdrup & 
Parcel Engineering Co. 

Council Chairman L. Gordon 
Davis told about 75 opponents 
of the route, who sought to at- 
tend the closed meeting, that 
the resolution rejecting the 
route would be passed at the 
full meeting of the council later 
today. 

Davis said the preliminary en- 
gineering report would be re- 
ferred to the Board of Public 
Works and the Citizens Bond 
Issue Works Advisory (Watch- 
dog) Committee for “a thorough 
study of all other alternate 
routes for the proposed Inner 
Belt for the purpose of discov- 
ering a route that will be satis- 
factory and serviceable to the 
people of St. Louis county.” 

Special Meeting. 

Today’s special meeting of the 
council had been called to hear 
engineers from Sverdrup & 
Parcel and members of the 
Board of Public Works discuss 
the controversial route. How- 
ever, in view of mounting pro- 
tests by municipalities affected 
and by groups of property own- 
ers, the members of the council 
held a brief caucus and an- 
nounced the drafting of the res- 
olution, 

Davis called the preliminary 
engineering report a “fine piece 
of work as the first step in get- 
ting an Inner Belt Highway.” 
He said the report was being ac- 
cepted and that 500 copies 
would be circulated among the 
municipalities involved, many of 
which had complained that they 
lacked sufficient information on 
the report to take a position. 

Rejection of the route pro- 
posed in the report had been 
urged earlier today by County 
Supervisor Luman F. Matthews 
and County Councilman George 
E. Bohrer. Matthews said he 
would recommend that the lo- 
cation of the expressway be re- 
studied by a firm of engineer- 
ing consultants, 


‘Numerous’ Objections. 


He said his recommendation 
was based on “numerous” ob- 
jections that he has received 
to the route from county resi- 
dents. He also noted that sev- 
eral municipalities through 
which the proposed express- 
way would pass are opposed to 


“I think most people want 
the Inner Belt,” Matthews 
said, “but they appear to want 
it located along the route they 
voted for.” 

This was a reference to the 
fact that the route recommended 
for the new expressway differs 
greatly from the location that 
was outlined in advance of an 
election in November 1955 at 
which a bond issue that in- 
cluded $16,100,000 for part of 
the Inner Belt project was ap- 
proved by county voters. 

Bohrer said engineering stud- 
ies, traffic studies, cost analysis 
and other data gathered in a 
study of the proposed route 
could be utilized by the county 
Board of Public works in select- 
ing a new location for the 
expressway.

STATE CAMPAIGN

SPEED LIMIT LAW

JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 7| 


(AP) — The Missouri Highway 
Patrol is getting ready for a 
state-wide campaign to educate 
drivers on the new speed limits 
which go into effect Aug. 29. 

Col. Hugh H. Waggoner, super- 
intendent, said today 50,000 
cards showing the new limits 
are ready for distribution at 
filling stations, motels, county 
fairs, civic clubs and oth@®r 
places where motorists can get 
them. Troopers will carry a sup- 

ly with them on the highways. 
ue cards will be printed later 
as needed. 

The cards, some yellow, some 
white, have a chart on one side 
setting out the limits. They 
show for federal divided high- 
ways 70 by day and 70 at night, 
for federal undivided highways 
70 by day and 65 at night, for 
all other roads and highways 65 
by day and 60 at night, and 
for cities and towns where no 
speed limit is set by local au- 
thorities 45 by day and 45 at 
night. 

On the back is an explana- 
tion of the Missouri law, includ- 
ing the requirement that “every 
person drive in a careful and 
prudent manner regardless of 
speed limit.” 

And the warning: “no person 
shall drive a motor vehicle at 
such a slow speed as to impede 
the normal and_ reasonable 
movement of traffic, except 
when reduced speed is neces- 
sary for safe operation or in 
compliance with laws.”

Surp by Margin. 

Gibbons, who reported he was 


' gurprised by the margin by 


which the charter proposal was 
defeated, said: 

“I urge immediate action to 
secure a new charter for St. 
Louis, but one which will safe- 
guard the rights of all citizens. 

“Any future attempt to write 
a new city charter must be based 
upon free exchange of ideas 
between big business and all the 
other groups of our community 
~—small business, neighborhood 
associations, minority groups, 
organized labor and all others 
who have a legitimate right to 
be heard.” 

Holloran for Reform. 


Mark R. Holloran, Democratic 
National Committeeman from 
Missouri, asserted he believes 
in charter reform, but said “it 
will have to be accomplished 
in a manner that will not deny 
the rights of our people to ade- 
quate civic representation.” 

Holloran expressed hope that 

persons who worked with him 
in the fight against the charter 
proposal “will realize that they 
now have a great responsibility 
to the people of our city.” 
‘ Alderman A. J. Cervantes, 
Fifteenth ward Democrat, said: 
“If the opponents and propon- 
ents of the new charter were to 
spend as much effort and ener- 
gy as they did in this campaign 
and, if they work together, set- 
ting aside petty jealousies, we 
ean build a great St. Louis.” 

Although the anti-charter 
forces held a series of celebra- 
tions after results of the elec- 
tion became known, they 
peared almost as surprised 
the decisivenéss of the char- 
ter’s defeat as were the propo- 
nents. ;

Dr. Hardwicke, in a depart- 
ment report to acting Gov. Ed- 
ward V. Long, said, “We have 
had approximately 200 cases of 
what has been assumed to be 
this atypical influenza.” He said 
it was a mild disease at this 
time, requiring hospitalization 
in only a few cases. 


None of the cases had devel- 
oped in St. Louis, St. Louis 
county or Kansas City, the di- 
rector said, but had appeared in 
some boys’ camps. 


Dr. Hardwicke said the Kan- 
sas City conference would be at- 
tended by officials of the Divi- 
sion of Health, American Med- 
ical Association and various of- 
ficials from Missouri and 
Kansas. 


“The Division of Health is co- 
operating with the United 
States Public Health Service in 
keeping the profession  in- 
formed,” Dr. Hardwicke said.

TREASURY FINDS|\~ * 
IT’S IN ‘TOUGH BOX’|

DEBT LIMIT). 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 7 (AP) 
~— Under Secretary of the 
Treasury W. Randolph Burgess 
said yesterday he is sure Sec- 
retary of the Treasury Robert 
Anderson will want to talk with 
Congress about the natitonal 
debt ceiling before this session 
ends. 

“We're in a tough box” on 
the debt limit, he said. 

Burgess made the comment 
as he testified for the seventh 
day in the Senate Finance 
Committee's inquiry into the 
nation’s financial conditions. 

He told reporters afterwards 
he was not saying Anderson 
would recommend another tem- 
porary boost in the 275 billion 
dollar national debt limit. He 
said he was certain, however, 
that Anderson, who has been 
Treasury head for only a week, 
would want to discuss the prob- 
lem with the appropriate com- 
mittees before the Congress 
members leave town in the next 
few weeks. 

By statute, Congress has 
fixed 275 billion as the maxi- 
mum allowable national debt. 
A temporary increase of three 
to six billions has been in ef- 
fect most of the time since 
1954 because necessary bor- 
rowing would not permit the 
Treasury to scra by under 
the 275 billion ceiling. The lat- 
est temporary three billion 
boost expired June 30. 


27 CHINESE IN TOKYO HELD

“Thus at the present time,” 
he said, “the minimum program 
reported out by the joint com- 
mittee is being attacked as in- 
volving favoritism to particular 
industrial organizations, spon- 
sorship of public power, and too 
generous obligations in an econ- 
omy Congress. I do not believe 
these charges can be substan- 
tiated.” 

Strauss has written Repre- 
sentative Sterling Cole (Rep.), 
New York, that the AEC has 
general objections to the con- 
cept of requiring the Govern- 
ment to embark upon a large 
scale program of government- 
owned power reactors. 

“The commission is also seri- 
ously concerned with the wis- 
dom of a congressional designa- 
tion of particular types of re- 
actors for construction,” Strauss 
wrote in a letter inserted in 
the Gongressional Record. 

“I am confident the majority 
of the House is against putting 
the Federal Government into 
public power through atomic 
energy,” Cole told reporters.

The pressure has come in 
part from organized labor since 
serious pockets of unemploy- 
ment have been created in the 
lead and zine states. The Ad- 
ministration measure would ap- 
ply an excise tax to imports of 
lead and zine.based on a slid- 
ing scale, depending on the do- 
mestic price of these metals. 
This would be the same as an 
increase in the tariff which 
under the trade agreements act 
can come only on a finding 
of the Tariff Commission ap- 
proved by the President. 


Some of this country’s Amer- 
ican neighbors—Canada, Mexico 
and Peru—depend on their ex- 
ports of lead and zinc to offset 
trade balances heavily weighted 
on the side of the United States. 
When a similar plan to gaise 
the barriers against lead and 
zinc was put forward three 
years ago the State Department 
offered 15. reasons why it should 
not be adopted since it would 
do so much harm to the Ameri- 
can* trade position. State De- 
partment witnesses supported 
the present measure. 


Familiar Pattern. 

The proposal of three years 
ago was ascribed to the Assist- 
ant Secretary of Interior in 
charge of mineral resources, 
Felix E. Wormser. Wormser, 
who resigned June 15, is cred- 
ited with the present plan, too. 


His service with the govern- 
ment follows a pattern fairly 
familiar under the Eisenhower 
administration. He resigned as 
president of the Lead Industries 
Association and vice president 
of the St. Joseph Lead Co. to 
take his position in Interior. On 
resigning from government six 
weeks ago he again became vice 
president of St. Joseph Lead. 


At the time of his confirma- 
tion in Ape of 1953, Senator 
Henry da n, Democrat of 
Wash ,. asked him about 
his stock holdings in the lead 
company. Wormser said he had 
sold all his stock. Jackson then 
asked about his pension rights 
and whether he intended to re- 
turn to the company when he 
left government. 


“Quite frankly, they would be 
very glad to have me back,” 
Wormser said, asserting that 
there had been no definite un- 
derstanding when he resigned 
as vice president, “or at least 
that is what they have told me.”

While he now is with the 
company in New York, Wormser 
occupied a front-row. seat at the 
House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee hearings where commit- 
tee members referred to the 
“Wormser plan.”

No community 
goes forward by standing still A special re- 
sponsibility therefore devolves upon those forces 
which won Tuesday’s election to ask themselves 
what they are going to contribute, of a positive 
nature, to the betterment of St. Louis. 

Seme of the Charter opponents are talk- 
ing about resubmitting as an amendment cer- 
tain portions of the document they persuaded 
the people to reject. That is up te them. They 
cannot expect that the citizens’ movement which 


twice within seven years has worked hard for 


thorough-going Charter revision will now take 
the leadership for piecemeal reform. [If the 
victors of Tuesday are sincere, let them sub- 
mit their own Charter revisions and be judged 
by them. 

This will provide an opportunity to find out 
how much constructive talent and effort the 
political organizations and unions will expend 
on positive measures for a greater St. Louis.

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Add Salt to Taste 

“Not worth his salt,” said Petronius 19 
ceuturies ‘ago, and we say it to this day—a Iong- 
standing eempliment to the value we put on 
sodium. Cijaride ‘in oar daily lives. Havelock 
Ellis even told of primitive tribes which would 
come out of the jungles te the coast and give 
themselves up into slavery in order te have salt 
to eat. So it would be expected that in this 
country, with salt produced in nearly half the 
states, we would spend prodigious amounts of 
momey for seit, and we do. $1.50 a year for the 
average family. 

The average American shakes about six pounds 
of salt a year out of his salt shaker and con- 
sumes another six pounds in foods salted before 
they got te him. Ninety-seven per cent of all 
the salt consumed im the United States is used, 
not in the home, but by industry, which has an 
estimated 14,000 uses for it. Salt is used in 
bleaches, meat packing, livestock, agriculture, 
leather tanning, baking, farming, ice control en 
* highways and railroads, refrigeration, canning, 
preserving, butter, cheese, soap making, fish 
curing and textile processing. The chemical in- 
dustry is the biggest single consumer in this 
country and the biggest salt-gulping. chemical 
is soda ash, a by-product of chlorine. — 

‘Salt is obtained from mines, from matural 
wells of water flowing through salt beds, and 
from aftificial wells through which water is 
pumped into salt beds. The oldest salt mine in 
the United States is at Avery Island, La, started 
in 1862. The biggest-salt-producing states are, 
in order, Michigan, New York, Ohio, Texas and 
Louisiana. And, incidentally, a salt mine would 
be a very gladsome place these hot days with a 
temperatufe about 63 degrees the year round. 


in all criminal contempt cases, in or out of the 
civil rights field. 

There is no use pretending this bill is any 
more than it is, and ne use ignoring the fact 
that Section 5 undoubtedly could be used to 
nullify Section 4.

The strongest reason the President has for a 
¢ veto is that the measure would hamstring the 
courts’ contempt powers not only as regards 
civil rights but as regards some 30 other statutes 
commoenly enforced by injunction procedures 
Therefore we hope that the conferees can amend 
the bill to apply the jury-trial requirement only 
td civil rights cases. This would still be ridice- 
lous, but not as much so as the present blanket 
form. 

Ne deubt a great many people on both sides 
would prefer to see the bill die where it is. But 
getting some kind of civil rights legislation on 
the books is more important than creating a 
campaign issue for 1958 and 1960. We favor 
putting everybody on the spot as regards this 
bill—the President, to sign it; the Southern 
Democrats, to accept it; Attorney General 
Brownell, to enforce it; and the Southern states, 
to defy it if they wish.

R. MAXWELL GLUCK, our new and unfortunate ambassa- 
dor to Ceylon, is the victim of a certain blindness in high 
quarters. It is the notion that to have been a success in 


business is to have the quality and the necessary experience for 


being a success in public life. 
There is if anything a 
prejudice against those who 
make a career

President’s Responsibility. 


Embarrassing as it all is to 
Mr. Gluck, to the President, to 
the Foreign Service officers 
who labor in South Asia, to the 
Ceylonese, and to Americans 
concerned for the dignity « of 
their country, there is some- 
thing to be learned from it. 


The case throws a sharp light 
on the problem of the appoint- 
ment of non-professionals to 
embassies.

INQUIRY TO BE MADE 


Church Council Votes Ac- 
tion to Include Talks With 
Catholic Leaders.

NEW HAVEN, Conn., Aug. 7 
(AP)—Protestant and Orthodox 
church officials have decided 
to undertake a broad inquiry 
into problems of religious lib- 
erty. It envisages direct talks 
with Roman Catholic leaders. 


In a turbulent session of the 
World Council of Churches, 
delegates last night threshed a 
mass of proposed resolutions— 
several aimed at the Roman 
Catholic Church—and rejected 
them all. 


Instead of issuing pronounce- 
ments, the council's policy-mak- 
ing central committee decided 
to put its diplomats to work. 

“Other means can be much 
more efficient than general 
statements,” said Lutheran 
Bishop Hanns Lilje of Han- 
nover, Germany. “Negotiations, 
correspondence and personal 
visits can often produce more 
results.” 


It was on a motion by the 
Most Rev. Geoffrey Francis 
Fisher, Archbishop of Canter- 
bury, that the churchmen ap- 
proved this course: 

“That the executive commit- 
tee be asked to arrange for 
studies to be made of the prob- 
lem of religious liberty arising 
in Roman Catholic and other 
countries.” 
pproach. 

The Archbishop said that the 
step would lead to “a direct 
approach to the Roman Catho- 
lic Church about matters which 
arise between us.” 

“This is a terribly important 
and complex matter,” he said. 
“We can’t run away from it. 
And what I’m proposing is not 
running away from it. It is the 
quiet and responsible way.” 

Several resolutions, by the 
Rev. Dr. Martin Niemoeller of 
Wiesbaden, Germany, and by 
others, had been offered, hit- 
ting at policies in predominant- 
ly Roman Catholic countries. 

The Rev. Dr. Charles West- 
phall of the French Reformed 
Church, objected. In France, 
which is mainly Roman Catho- 
lic, ‘he said, “there is perfect 
liberty and increasing respect 
for Protestants. I feel some- 
thing similar is happening in 
Italy.” 


The Roman Catholic Church 
is not a member of the council, 
which embraces 165 Orthodox 
and Protestant denominations 
in 50 countries.

The open season dates and 
bag limits on doves in Missouri 
this year will be the same as 
in 1956. The 50-day season is 
divided into two periods, one 
beginning Sept. 1 and running 
through Oct. 10 and the other 
from Nov. 10 through Nov. 19. 
Bag and possession limits re- 
main at 10 birds. Shooting 
hours will be one-half hour be- 
fore sunrise to sunset. 

State Conservation Commis- 
sion Director William E. Towell 
said that population checks re- 
veal about the same number of 
breeding doves in the state as 
last year when 19,780 hunters 
bagged a record 299,400 birds. 
This was an increase of 17 per 
cent over the 1955 harvest. 
“Early rains hurt the first brood 
of doves. but second and third 
broods have been very good and 
biologists estimate a dove popu- 
lation of around 6,000,000 birds 
by opening day,” Towell said. 

Nineteen million mourning 
doves were estimated to have 
been taken by hunters last year. 
United States Fish and Wildlife 
Service biologists believe that 
the birds are now at an all-time 
high. Some 30 states permit an 
open season on mourning doves. 
They are found in every state 
but some states classify them as 
song birds and do not permit 
an open season. They are migra- 
tory in habit but in southeast 
Missouri they remain through- 
out the year. Biologists believe 
that Missouri-reared broods mi- 
grate to the southern states and 
that the birds found in Missouri 
during the winter months are 
those raised in the northern 
states such as Michigan and 
Minnesota. 

Sport Once Under Taboo. 

Some 25 years ago there 
were only a scattered few dove 
hunters in this state. It was an 
unwritten law, especially in 
the Ozarks, that these birds 
were not to be shot. It was con- 
sidered heresy to hunt for doves. 
Perhaps the numerous Biblical 
references were the cause of 
this build-up of protection. 
Many farmers would permit 
quail hunting but would 
monish the sportsmen as they 
started on the hunt, “Don’t 
shoot my @4oves”’. In one in- 
stance a farmer, noting a few 
mourning doves in the mixed 
bag of quail and rabbits, told 
the hunters that they would not 
be Welcome again on his place 
because of their “error.” 

In time quail became more 
scarce and many  nimrods 
turned to dove hunting as a 
major sport. The bag of nearly 
300,000 doves in the state last 
year attests to the sport’s grow- 
ing popularity. Most farmers 
and landowners, although the 
birds nest and rear their young 
realize that the

This season, as in previous 
years, again will be “shirt 
sleeve” hunting. Many of the 
days in early September will be 
extremely hot and numbers of 
hunters would welcome a much 
later season. Seasons are set by 
the Missouri Commission from 
possible open dates determined 
by the Fish and Wildlife Serv- 
ice, which also fixes the shoot- 
ing hours and bag limits. The 
allotted period is favorable to 
the northern portion of the 
state, which loses a large por- 
tion of its doves with the first 
few crisp days and nights. In 
southern Missouri, however, a 
later scason would be grea 
favored. 

Pienty of Water This Year. 

Mourning doves require large 
quantities of water. This year 
the waterholes will be in 
abundance and concentrations 
of birds wil] not be found near 
the watering places as they 
were during the drouth years. 
Wheat and oat sors ma bt 
vored feeding areas where t 
birds pick up scattered grain 
left by combines, Corn is also, 
a choice food. In addition, the 
birds require gravel with their 
food and small creeks with 
gravel bar deposits will be vis- 
ited by these birds. A blind 
near a cornfield bordered by 
a creek with shiny, clean gravel 
bars usually will provide a re- 
warding hunt.

Size of a Slice 


By Christopher Billopp 

SLICE is a handy measurement of such foods as meat, 

A vow. cake and pie. Slices fall into two general classes, 

which are thick slices and thin slices. 

Into which class a slice falls depends upon the skill of 
the carver and the sharpness of the knife with which he 
carves. It depends upon the number of persons to be fed 
and the instructions given the carver as to the length of time 
the food from which the slices are taken is expected to last. 

It depends upon the texture of the object being carved, 

‘and whether, if the attempt to make the slices thin will 
result in the cutting off of snippets, or the attempt to make 
them thick will produce heavy, unappetizing gobs. 

It depends on the requests of the individual diners and 
whether these are to be taken at their face value or allow- 
ance is to be made for good manners. It depends on the 
physical appearance of each diner, how large a body is to be 
sustained and how much physical labor has been done prior 
to the meal to burn up energy that must be replenished. 

It depends on diets that are being followed and how 
many pounds are to be put on or taken off. It depends on 
the instructions received from the other end of the table and 
the critical remarks made about the carver and the unfavor- 

* able comparisons with other carvers. 

, It depends upon wWiiether the carver takes such criticism 
with good grace and tries to improve his carving or loses 
his temper and slashes away out of sheer revenge. 

That is why so often a diner looks at the slice offered 
him, remarks that it does not come up to his specifications 

- and demands that it be given to somebody else.

Dolores Wilson Turned Down First Chance, Studied, Sang in Italy Before Accepting Contract

HEN she was 3 years old, 
W) doiores Wilson used to 

clamber out of her crib and 
entertain a captive audience— 
her mother’s guests — with a 
ready rendition of “I Don't 
Know Why I Love You [*ke I 
Do.” 


The performances were hard- 
ly prophetic of a career at the 
Metropolitan, but that’s just 
where Dolores landed a remark- 
ably few years later. After, by 
the way, she had turned down 
not only her first offer from the 


Met, but a half-dozen invita- ~ 


tions’ to Hollywood and Broad- 
way as well. 


Philadelphia-born Dolores 
really dreamed of becoming a 
second Jeanette MacDonald. But 
that was before she had become 
a 14-year-old leading lady on a 
national television network and 
her singing was monitored by 
an established Metropolitan 
star, Lucrezia Bori. Miss Bori 
insisted that Dolores should 
settle for nothing less, and 
paved the way for her operatic 
career. 


That career has brought her 
to St. Louis this week for her 
Municipal Opera debut as a 
soloist in “Great Music.” 


“So at 15,” said Dolores, “I 
retired from public life.” 


But that didn’t mean she 
wasn’t working for her next 
debut. Having turned down 
both Hollywood and Broadway 
offers which came as a result 
of her early television work, 
she engaged 14 private tutors 
each week, learning French, 
German, Spanish, English, dic- 
tion, drama, fencing, ballet and 
the operatic roles she hoped to 
sing someday. Edward Johnson, 
then manager of the Metropoli- 
tan, offered her a contract, but 
she declined, feeling she 
wasn’t ready for the big time, 
and instead accepted an invita- 
tion to attend all rehearsals and 
all performances as part of her 
preparation. 


She decided that Italy was 
the place to start so in 1948, 
accompanied by her mother, 
Elisa Wilson, who had inter- 
rupted her designing career to 
help Dolores, she sailed for 
Europe and a new facet of her 
training.

HERE is a suggestion in 

some of the newspaper ac- 

counts I have read that 
should the civil rights bill pass 
with the jury trial amendment 
about which the President is 
so disturbed, the President 
might veto the bill. 

If that should happen, I think 
many persons would feel that 
perhaps there had never: been 
any real intention of passing a 
civil rights bill at all. I under- 
stand the arguments for the 
amendment, and I think many 
of the men who voted for it did 
so out of real conviction. It is 
one of those difficult situations 
in which you know that the 
way you are’ voting may possi- 
bly injure the objective you 
are to attain, but the 
me seems to be so danger- 
ous that you decide on a partial 
achievement of the objective. 

This is never very satisfac- 
tory, but I think the civil rights 
bill with the amendment would 
be a small step forward and I 
hope it will become law.

The cat- 
bird was given its name because 
it imitates howls, whines and 
other sounds of cats, in addi- 
tion to the songs which it 
adopts. 

Ranking above all those, how- 
ever, is the mockingbird. 
has been called the “king 
song,” and can sing more tunes 
than any other bird.
